Whb a Pioneer, an Old Soldier and 

Highly Respected Citizen of Au- 

tloch and Lake County 

On Friday morning Jan nary 13, occiirted 
tbe death or Levi J. Simons, at the home 
of his daughter, Mrs, Del Sabin. after an 
illness of about three weeks. He hod been 
feeling poorly all the fall and fore part of 
tbo winter and bad even given op a, con- 
templated trip to Georgia on account of 
poor health, but he was not confined to" the 
house until tho twenty- second day of Doc- 
ember and from that time he grew steadily 
weaker and weaker until Friday morning 
when be quietly passed away, The direct 
cause of bis death being attributed to heart 
disease. ». 

Mr, Simons was a man welt known and 
highly respected throughout the county, 
having spent fats entire life in this vicinity; 
He was born near Antloch on Dec, 22, 1841, 
and bis home has always been located in 
or near this village, and it is said - that be 
was the oldest person who was born in 
Antloch, spent their life in Antloch and 
died in Antloch, He knew what was 
meant by frontier life, having lived here 
when this country was'wild and new; In 
the year of 1801 he enlisted in the'!' army 
nnd become a member of Company F.'37th 
Illinois Infantry, afterword known as the 
h remont Hi flora. He was wounded at the 
battle of Pea Ridge, and while in the army 
suffered a severe attack of - typhoid fever. 
During the timo'lie saw service he traveled 
eleven thousand five hundred and sixty 
miles, three thousand of which lie traveled 
on foot, and at the close of tho war he re- 
ceived an honorable discharge and return- 
edbome. On Augusts, 1800, be wis united 
in marriage to Emltene Stevens and to them 
four children were born, .Mrs. D. Sabin, 
Mrs. E. Sabin, Ira M. and Ernest L. Sim- 
ons all of this place and all of whom with 
their mother remain to mourn the loss of 
a kind husband and father. Of the entire 1 
family of five brothers and one sister only 
one..btother..- Davids Simoae,. of . Seattle, 
Washington, survives him. Mr. Simons 
was a popular man and at one time acted 
sis supervisor of this township, and about 
Bftecn years ago was appointed as post- 
master of this village. 

The funeral waB held from the Christian 
church on Sunday, afternoon. The Horn! 
offerings were many and beautiful and 
were tokens of the esteem in which he was 
held by his many friends, ■.< Rev. ■ Wm, C. 
Cleworth officiated at this service and said 
in part as follows: 

Acts VII. 60, "And when ho bad said 
this, he fell asleep." 

Tbe old philosopher, Diogenes, used to 
say "Sleep and Death are brothers." How 
many writers present to us the figure- 
death ■ as sleep. In tho Old Testament 
again and again we find death called sleep. 
"And the Lord said unto Moses: Behold 
thou sbalt sleep with thy fathers". Job 
says': • "Now I shall sleep in tbi. dust; and 
'thou shalt seek me la tbe morning, but I 
shall hot be", In Daniel we' read, "Many 
of tbem that sleep in the dust of^b*^ earth 
shall awake". Then in the Kew^^ment; 
we find the same Idea expressed!'' Christ 
Bald as he went to the tomb of Lazarus: 
"Our friend Lazarus sleepethj but I go- 
that I may awake him oat o£ sleep". But 
we haven't tiine to call attention to all the' 
scripture relating this thought. Suffice it 
to remind you that the Bible writers all 
took this viow of death; it is a sleep; . We 
will view death ru; sleep and in our con- 
sideration of It under this figure note first: 
The resemblances between death and sleep. 

Sleep means unconsciousness . IE the sur- 
gf on would cut and wound his patient be 
waits until the man is bound in chains of 
slumber, forced Into sleep by cnasthetics. 
Fires may leap, great storms may howl, 
seas may roll . and even ■ earth may * quake 
and men sleep on' unconscious of what 
great events transpire -in a night; Men 
have gone to sleep at night unknown nnd 
have awakened, to find themselves famous, 
So fur as I know we are as well nigh un- 
conscious in sleep aa.in death. Unconscious 
of pain, of peril,' of power. Donna used 
to say "Sleep is pain's easiest salve, and 
doth fulfill nil officers of doath, except to 
kill' 1 . And this.unconscioiiBncBs 1b a bless- 
ing. - We sleep one third our, time that for 
two thirds these faculties mny be refresh ed, 
these powors strengthened. "Sleep, that 
knits up the- raveled sleeve of core, -tho 
death of each day's life, sore labor's bath', 
balm of hurt minds, great' nature's second 
'course, chief nourisher In life's feast": 
Steep means unconsciousness so death' does 
too. ' W- 

Then sleep means, rest, Virgil rolled 
sleep "Deep rest, and sweet, most like in- 
deed to death's own quietness". "Creation 
sleeps, 'Ttaos tbo general pulso of, life 
stood still, nnd nature made a pause", A 
friend of mine who' owned ngreat many 
beautiful plants had a custom of putting 
some of them down cellar or: in/some other 
dark place, , I sald-to her one day "Why 
do -you do ."that^ - Mrs,. Kersey?" She rer 



plied : 'To give them rest". , Plants must 
rest. All nature must rest. This is the 
season oE nature's rest, Your soil must 
rest. So death means rest. How 'tired 
men grow*. ' "We must reitl Again, an- 
other resemblance, In sleep the soul is 
active, 'tis only tho body slumbers. 
What trips the'soul takes while the body 
sleeps. How, in a moment, we are ,'ming* 
ling with friends a thousand miles away. 
How wo converse with loved ones we have 
not seen for year*. How wo build great 
stores or magnificent houses, O, who has 
not bad the exquisite delight of living in a 
dream far sweeter moments than any 'are 
known in om' waking-hours.' There we 
ore perfectly uticonicious, but the soul Is 
awake. Ouf very dreams impress us with 
the fact that the physical may be practical* 
ly dead; the soul lives and labor*, And is 
'thin not true of that longer Bleep? ■ While 
the body lies motionless, may not the soul 
be engaged in'fino activities and splendid 
flights? 

Just as the soul seems well nigh unlim- 
ited in Its flights, while the body sleeps, 
sois.lt when tbe body sleeps -in death, 
The soul lives/ Perhaps we might men-, 
tlon other resemblances, but we have said 
enough to let yon see that "sleep is a. type 
of death," and to remind you that both 
are restricted, to this earth. There is no 
sleeping in the eternities! Heaveahas no 
nights., The body sleeps In death, uncon- 
scious, resting, but the tout la awake, nnd 
lives in sweetdreams or awful nightmare, 
The soul lives. There is immortal life. 
Let your very dreams be prophets fore- 
telling your Immortality. We might speak 
of tbe natural sess of both sleep and death. 
We might *ifriw how both are character- 
istic. But we', 'most pass on to consider 
how we usually meet both sleep and death. 
Much as we know regarding the benefit, of 
sleep we nil fight it. Wo begin, very 
young. Who has not seen tho fond mother 
rocking her sleepy baby, ntid the little one 
docs everything in his power to fight off 
sleep. As the child grows nnd the hour is 
fixed- when he shnll retire, how often does 
ha come begging for just another half-hour 
to spend with his playmates or.' bis toys, 
And as we grow to manhood and woman- 
hood we rob our eyes of sleep by ; waiting 
up into tbe midnight;" or by proceeding 
the dawn. Business men often grudge 
their eyes the sleep they should have. Mr. 
Edison suggested that perhaps sleep is 
(inly a habit' and we can do without it." 
Certain natural condition, however, must 
be submitted to, and when they are, the 
boy drops to sleep amid his toys,, the 
reveler falls amid bis pleasure,. the buBi- 
nets man sleeps at bis . desk. Poor finite 
nature must have rest, and active con- 
sciousness most repose. In some such way- 
do we meet death, , 'Tis natural' to draw 
back from death. Kothing Is, born with a 
desire to die.v All nature fears and trem- 
bles in tho presence of the pale knight 
npon tbe dark horeo. We plead for longer 
time. We ask to be allowed to go back to 
pleasure, or home, or business, for another 
hour; We do not want . to die; Wo do 
not want. '.to*. advance beyond a' certain 
point'.in'UfeV ■■•■ The boy wants to gat to the 
time when : 6o will be like papa, bot old 
age ha does not covet, because the silvered 
hair, -the shaking band and the tottering 
step suggests Ifaa end , We do not wan t to 
die. And this is natural. 'We do not 
.want to sleep' but because nature demands 
it we give .ourselves to it and find that 
"sleep gives to vigor what ho takes from 
timp!V'TTh'athvhich we do not like proves 
to be our richest 'blessing. Will you look 
at death thus 9 We do not want to face it. 

But since Inexorable nature .says **You 
must," let' uV take the most ■hopeful, most 
reasonable,, mpst comforting vie«r of it. 

Go back with me to that scene just out- 
side tbe, walls 'of Jerusalem. There kneels 
a man with hi* face upturned to heaven, 
Listen to tiira,: "I see tbe heavens opened, 
and the Son ot man standing on the right 
side of God'*.,- Listen again as he prays 
for.his murderers, "Lord'loy not this sin 
to their charge! ' . . ■ Hear it. Tha vision of 
Jcbub- Christ '.as our intercessor and the 
spirit of forgiveness toward'all who might 
have persecuted us are necessary ton tri- 
umphant ; death, 'With these conditions 
met, we.can face death .ia peace. Cullen 
whispered In .[he lost moment "I wish I 
hadtbo do werof writing. or of speaking, 
for.. - then I would describe to you how 
pleasant a thing it is to die."' 1 The whole 
question ot* 'meeting death,: like meeting 
any other greit event in 7 life is being 
ready. Having said this j, having done 
that; bavipg acknowledged his dependence 
on God, . and 'his good will to all men, he 
(ell asleep; -"He fell nsleap."

RAID ON PUBLIC LANDS

Wholesale Raid In Evidence at Wash- 

Jngioo Designed Upon Remaining 

Western Public Laads 

Already this session two bills have been 
introduced by Representatives Martin and 
Brooks allowing a. man to take up a square 
mile of government lands In South Dakota 
or In Colorado respectively and permitting 
who may have already made a 160-acre 
homestead tmtry.to make on additional 
entry of 480 acres. 

. The claim has been persistently made by 
western land men that a man can not 
make a home and living on 100 acre* any- 
where in the west, and so this square-mile- 
home-plan is brought forward as a means 
of getting tbo public domain into private 
ownership as rapidly as possible. The 
question is, oven -assuming that C40 acres 
is not too large a farm for tbe government 
to give a citizen, to whom wilt this land 

go? 
Tbe bills above mentioned, aire .modeled 

after the KEnkald law, which applies tbe 
640 acre unit to western Nebraska and was 
slipped through Congress at the tail end 
of last session, Yet it- was, not thirty days 
.before It was charged that under this law 
Nebraska cattlemen had secured about oil 
they wanted in Nebraska. The Kinkaid 
law nnd tbe above bills provide that where 
a man has a 160-acre entry, or a mere 
filing in 160 acres, he shall have tbe prefer- 
ence right to enter an adjoining 480 acres, 
and In Nebraska the cattlemen are alleged 
to have "entered," through their employes, 
their choice of tbe lands, so that as soon 
as the law passed, they simply had to 
apply in each case for tbe contiguous 480 
acres. It takes but a few such entries — 
tboy'can be made half a mile wide and 
two miles long— to control a' vast territory 
of country. 

It was foreseen that similar bills to the 
Kinkaid Nebraska luw would be immedi- 
ately introduced at this session and it is 
understood that a number more of such 
measures willfollow to include other states. 
If Congress is to act further in this matter, 
the Isbuo must be met squarely and frankly, 
the present homestead law overturned and 
a square mile made the homestead unit for 
the entire country, instead of the present 
160 acres, 

Apparent safeguards are provided in 
these bills, authorizing the Secretary of 
the Interior to immediately withdraw any 
such lands as he may deem fit for irriga- 
tion underline national Irrigation jaw. 
Somesuch' lands have, of coma*, been with- 
drawn, and they have .been and ore con- 
stantly being withdrawn, under tbe irriga- 
tion law itself, from speculative entry by 
use of the desert land law and the commu- 
tation clause of tbB homestead law! These 
withdrawals are being mode from time to 
time but only .after Investigation and sur- 
vey to determine which may be irrigable 
lands. Active as the Geological Survey 
has been in its western Investigations, it 
is more criminal than .absurd to vsnme 
that the government is in possession of 
aafh'cient accurate information regarding 
the 1 billion or so acres composing theintire 
western half on. the 'United .States which 
would enable it to intelligently withdraw 
what may later prove to bo irrigable lands. 
With tbe utmost activity and the most 
energetic surveys.it must be ten if not 
fifteen years before the government can 
possibly know* what ore all its irrigable 
lands, ' 

la the meantime, under. tho proposed 
plan every acre will have been taken up In 
these G40 acre tracts, and as provided in 
the Brooks bill for Colorado, commuted, 
after the farce of n fourteen months' resi- 
dence bas gone through with, and* then 
transferred to syndicates or corporations in 
Bingle tracts as large and monopolistic as 
desired. 

This entry on the public domain of 640- 
acre homesteads with the privilege of com- 
muting is even a' more bold-faced fraud 
than was the aid desert land law "with its 
640'acro provision, which later was with a 
great nourish of reform trumpets, cutdown 
to* 320 acres. To legally comply' with the 
commutation clause, all that, is necessary 
is for a. stock herder, for instance, to file op 
a homestead in the fall, say October, ilo 
need not visit his claim for. six months. 
Then in March bo can put up a, 915, shack 
and purport to live in it during the follow- 
ing eight months, while he is herding bin 
stock in the neighborhood, 'sleeping iri it 
once a month or less. At the end of eight 
months" he can prove up' and got his title 
to the land from the'governmont' and 'in> 
mediately transfer' it to his employer, re- 
ceiving probably as it bontfs 150. for? the 
use of this land; privilege.' , He has t'jrally 
complied with the law," and . his -position 
can not be legally attacked..'

Nebraska waB foolish enough to blight the' 
future of the western half of the state by 
allowing the passage of the Kinkaid law. 
Statesmen representing interests which 
control the policies of other western states 
are apparently desirous of making this 
plan applicable to their states. The coun- 
try should rigidly confine this plan to Ne- 
braska, 

There Is great danger to the west and to 
the nation In this Nebraska law and its 
proposed application to various other* 
states, one at a time, as quickly and ex- 
peditiously as possible. Congress is ap- 
parently willing to legislate for this and 
that, senatorial and congressional courtesy, 
playing an Important part, and allow such 
local laws to 'pass, where a general taw ap- , 
plying to tbe entire west should not be 
considered , The move ie an, insiduous one 
and is a shrewd autne on the part of the • 
big land men to get piecemeal legislation 
which they realize they can not secure. as a 
whole.. Land dealers and speculators' ore- 
warmly enthusiastic in their praise of the 
Nebraska law, It, will be more interesting - 
to note how the real prosperity of the state 
Is affected in the next two or three years, 
how many homes will be built under the : 
Kinkaid law, how much the population ot ■ 
the section affected will be increased and 
how much real farming witl,be done.

caused considerable trouble during the past 
year, and numbers Of persons have ex- 
pressed the opinion- that this was due to' - 
exaggerated newspaper accounts of persons 
being killed by cabbage' infested with this,'"'' 
or a similar animal-" ___L^., ' . \ 

Tbe so-called "snake'' Is nothing.' mora 
than a hair worm, usually white j and. in j 
appearance not ; untike a piece bf^basting. ;• 
thread about three Inches' long. *%)l the .;- 
stories about it being a reptile, vicious io> 
habits developing in etag net .water, etc.,/' 
are entirely without foundation. Nor is it 
true that any one has ever been made sick X 
by accidentally or otherwise eating one ot. I 
them. One physician reported that the".', 
worm, if eaten, would produce almost in- >': 
etonl death. In another instance a- state ~ 
chemist-' is reported as saying' 'that ,. the,-."-'" 
worm contained.. enough poison to kill 
eight persons. All of w,hich Is nbsurd, say- 
the agricultural deportment experts. 

Commission men ia Chicago and the 
other large vegetable centers of the mid- 
dle west have complained that 'practically 
the entire market for cabbage has been de- 
stroyed by the sensational stories,- while in ■ 
tha rural centers, in the vegetable^produe-' 
ing states, storehouses ore' filled with ns 
fine a crop of cabbage as has been produced' 
for many years.

He experimented 
with n great number or heavy brewery 
horses to satisfy himself thill his unit 
of measurement for work wits correct 
After ninny trlnlH he ascertained (hat 
the it vera ge brewery horse was doing 
work efpml to that required to raise 
lUtO pounds of weight 100 feet high In 
one minute, or Xt,000 pounds one foot 
In one minute. Ho he called this onu 
horse jK>wcr.

Soldiers on Wny to Bent of War Loot 
Hmolciink mill Knjcnite Hctrulurs. 

Two hundred Russian reservists, on 
their wny to the far b'ast, were killed 
and hundreds wounded In a battle with 
the local garrison nt Smolensk, Itussln. 
As a result, six officers committed sui- 
cide. 

Reservists, to the number of 3.000, 
were moving mi to the sent of war, when 
the train stopped at Smolensk. They Im- 
mediately started lu plunder the town. 
They broke into homes, stole provisions 
and whatever they could timi In the way, 
of valuables. Townspeople formed mobs 
and tried to slop tho onslaught of the 
Bold tors, nud rio's followed. 

The Governor, seeing the local police 
were helpless to resture order, called 
out the local garrison. The soldiers at- 
tacked the reservists with a rush. Wild 
righting between the two forces followed. 
Before the reservists were conquered, 
200 worn killed outright, and several 
hundred wounded. The colonel command- 
ing the reservists and live of Ids odlcers, 
who had been unable to prevent the out- 
break, committed suicide from sluiino. 

The battle, raced several hours. The 
streets were filled with a moh of excited 
people, who were afruld to take part in 
the conflict either wny. The soldiers from 
the garrison, called suddenly from the 
post, mnrched Into the city In double 
quick step. The reservists prepared for 
the attack, nnd wheu thu Gear's regular 
men churned, they were met with stern 
resistance. Driven back, they renewed 
their onslaught, ami their superior num- 
bers, after several of these movements, 
bore down on the reservists, and the lat- 
ter fell back. When the line fell hnck 
the ground was strewn with dead, dying 
and injured men. The shaltered body of 
reservists was ordered back on I lie train, 
and the journey to *ie fur East resumed.

Springfield, 111., Jan. 17.— More gen- 
eral Interest, probably, attaches to 
tbe proposed primary election law tban 
1a any other bit of legislation to come 
before the Forty.fourth general neacm- 
bly. It Is proposed to pnes n primary 
election law to apply to every county 
In tbe state, under which nominations 
thnll be made by all political parties. 
Although both tbe leading political par- 
ties declared In favor of such n law 
previous to the election, there Is consid- 
erable opposition to the proposition, 
and regarding the minor details there 
Is a wide variance of opinion. For 
these rensons, It Is expected that the 
progress of this line of legislation will 
not be na smooth ns friends of the 
proposition have hoped for. 

Tbe bill prepared under the direc- 
tion of the Republican state centra! 
committee, which Is to be considered. 
Is very vol nnd nous, filling twenty-nine 
pages of printed matter. The commit- 
tee that prepared the menaiire con- 
sisted of Homer Tlce, of Grecnvlow, 
chairman; H. T, Bitmap of Alton, 
James Pense of Chicago, .Tnmes S. 
Xcvllle of Bloornlngton nnd Chnrles-O. 
Eekhnrt of Tuseoln. V. A. Wright of 
Chicago wns secretary of the commit- 
tee, which submits Itn bill ns having 
been prepared with the aid nnd ndvlce 
of Governor Deiteen, Lieutenant Gov- 
ti-nojr'Shennnn and Attorney General 
/tend. An abstract of the bill will 
doubtless Interest nil voters. 

Austrnllan Election Lnw. 
The provisions of the Australian 
election law have been used wherever 
they have been applicable. The law 
retains the delegate convention nnd 
prescribes Its duty. When n candi- 
date for any office receives a majority 
of all the votes cast he becomes the 
cnndldnte but when there Is no such 
vote enst the contest goes before the 
convention, to be settled there. 

Delegates to a convention are voted 
for just as candidates for office arc 
voted for. The bill provides that the 
primary law shall apply to the selec- 
tion of candidates to state nnd county 
offices, members of congress nnd of the 
state board of cqullzntlon nnd for mem- 
bers of the legislature. It does not op- 
ply to candidates for Judges of the su- 
preme, circuit or superior courts. Noth- 
ing In the act 1b to be construed to pre- 
vent nomination by petition. 

A political party Is defined to be 
one which «nt the last preceding elec- 
tion cast for Its candidates receiving 
the highest vote nt least ten per cent 
of tbe total number of votes cast in 
tbe election. The second Saturday In 
April, beginning In 10O0, Is fixed for 
the dnte of all primaries and such pri- 
mary election shall be the first day of 
leglBtrntlon for the following election. 
The polls shall open at 7 n. m. and 
close at 7 p. m. All county conven- 
tions shall be held on Tuesday follow- 
ing the primary. The ballots v for each 
party shall be printed separately, on 
paper of uniform quality, 

DelngaiM to Convention. 
Regarding the selection of delegates 
to conventions the bill provides: 

"Below the names of the county can- 
didates, nnd properly spaced, ebn.ll be 
printed in cnpltnl letters the words 
"For delegates to the county conven- 
tion,' and below such words shall be 
left a space or spaces (each space be- 
ing sufficient to write or paste. In one 
name) to correspond In number with 
the number of delegates to which the 
respective party in such primary dis. 
trlct Is entitled In Its county conven- 
tion. That Is to say, If d political par- 
ty In a primary district Is entitled to 
o»« delegate In Its county convention, 
there shall be one space below, the 
words !For delegate to the county con- 
vention.* If entitled to six delegates, 
then there shall be six spaces, below 
sold words The number of spaces In 
each case to correspond with the num- 
ber of delegates to which the political 
party 1b entitled In Its county conven- 
tion. 

"Below the.space or spaces for. dele- 
gates to the county convention, and 
at the proper space, shall be printed 
in capital letters the words *For pri- 
mary committeeman,' and below said 
words shall be left s space sufficient 
to write or paste In one full name." 
|Wh«m One Withe* to Vote. 
Any persons desiring to vote at the 
primary must state bis name, resi- 
dence and party affiliation. He -will 
then be given the ballot of that party 
and he may retire to the booth to mark 
It Regarding the duties of the con* 
ventlon In selecting nominees the bill 
provides as follows: 
. ."No state, congressional or senatorial 
convention shall^ hereafter be held In 
any year before* the 1st day of May, 



■ . * / 
Every county convention shrill be 

called to order by the chairman of the' 
county central committee who signed 
the call for the convention, or If said 
cbnlrman be nliscnt, by the secretary 
of the committee who- attested said 
call. No person other than a delegate 
shall be an officer of n county conven- 
tion, nnd nil officers shall be elected 
by roll-cnll. 

"Upon (he permanent organization 
of the county convention it shall be 
the duty of the secretary thereof to 
ascertain from the tabulated statement 
of the returns If any candidate for a 
county office has received a majority 
of nil the votes east by his party In 
his county nt the primary election, 
such candidate ulinll thereupon be de- 
clared duly nominated by the conven- 
tion without the formality of a ballot 

Must Comply with Provisions, 

"No v fi ml Id fit e for the nomination for 
nny county office who has not com- 
plied with the provisions of this net 
uli till be nominated by any county con- 
vention. Provided, that when there li 
only one candidate for nny such office 
who Bhnll receive not to exceed 20 per 
cent, of the totnJ vote cast nt the pri- 
mary election, the county convention 
may, by a four- lift lis vote of all Us 
members, nominate another candidate, 
nnd In case of a vacancy, by death or 
otherwise, where there Is only one can- 
didate for nny such office a county 
convention may, by a majority vote of 
all Its members, select another candi- 
date. , 

"If one or more delegates to a county 
convention from a primary district be 
absent, the delegates from said pri- 
mary district present In the county 
convention shall cast tbe full vote of 
the delegation from said primary dis-' 
trlct If all the delegates to the coun- 
ty convention from any primary dis- 
trict arc absent such primary district 
■bnll have no vote In' said convention. 
"Any delegate to any county conven- 
tion shall have the right upon the first 
ballot to challenge the vote of the del- 
egation of any primary district upon 
the ground that the veto of said dele- 
gation, as announced, Is not cast In 
accordance with the vote and Instruc- 
tions of said primary district nt the 
primary election, as evidenced by the 
certificate of returns from said pri- 
mary district And whenever the vote 
of a delegation as aforesaid is chal- 
lenged the chairman of tbe convention 
shall examine the certificate or return* 
nnd ascertain whether or not the 
grounds for chnllcnge nro well taken, 
nnd announce Ills decision to the con- 
vention. If the grounds for challenge 
nre well taken, the secrctnry of the 
convention Bhnll record the vote and In- 
structions of the primary district at 
said primary election: 

Choosing of Dflegntes. 
"The delegates of each pnrty for 
ench county, to all state, congressional 
an senatorial conventions shall he 
chosen nnd selected by the county con- 
vention of the respective party of said 
county, and not otherwise. 

**If nny candidate of any party for 
the nomination of nny state office, 
whose inline appears on Uie prlmnry 
ballot of his party In nny county, shnli 
have received n majority of all the 
votes cast by Ills party In said county 
as shown by the certificate of return*, 
such fact shall be stated In tbe cre- 
dentials Issued to the delegates to V 
elate convention of said party from 
said county, but the delegates from 
every county to the state con- 
vention shall first cast or an- 
nounce the popular vote cost In saia 
county for each candidate for each of- 
fice, and the candidate receiving the 
majority of the popular vote cast In the 
state for each office shall bo declared 
the nominee and his name certified to 
tbe secretary of state as such nominee. 
"But If no cnndldnte shall receive a 
majority of the popular vote cast in 
the state for nny office, then the state 
convention shall proceed to nominate 
a candidate In the following manner: 
Tbe delegates In those counties In 
which the candidate received n ma- 
jority of all the votes cast at tbe pri- 
mary election shall cast the vote of all 
delegates from said county for said 
candidate. 

Vote 8hnl| Be Divided. 
"And In counties where no candidate 
received a majority of all the votes 
cast for that office, the votes of the 
delegates from each of enld counties 
shall be divided among the candidates 
for the particular office In proportion 
to the. popular vote cast for each of 
the candidates In said county, and the 
candidate receiving n majority of all 
tbe delegates composing the state con- 
vention shall bo declared the nominee 
nnd his name certified to the secretary 
of state ns Huch nominee. 

"No delegate to nny convention held 
under the provisions of this act Bhnll 
have any power or authority to name 
or appoint any proxy or substitute to 
vote for or In his stead, and no proxy 
or substitute appolntetl by nny dele- 
gate or set of delegates shall be bind- 
ing or effective on any convention or 
conventions held under the provisions 
Gf this act" 

Some Committees To Be Made Bonn, 
Speaker Shurtlcff has promised to 
name several of the Important house 
committees this week, and It la ex 
pected that the announcements will be 
made tomorrow. Important among 
them are the committees on appropria- 
tions, contingent expenses, primary 
elections, Chicago charter amendment, 
civil service and elections. 

Friends of William E. Trautman, the 
East St Louis member of the house, 
who came bo near being elected speak; 
fr, nro anxious to see blm at the head 
of the committee on appropriations. 
For n while this honor wob conceded 
to blm, but recently objections to his 
appointment have been rnlBcfl by per- 
sons Interested In securing large ap- 
propriations for certain of thestate in- 
stituilons. It Is believed by them time 
Trautman would cut all - appropria- 
tions too close to be satisfactory to 
them.

They were wide 
nwake niul were rubbing their eyes to 
learn what nil the noise wns nbout, when 
their fa l her leaped upon l lie in nud shot 
them, one after the other, with unerring 
aim, and they toppled over upon the lied 
uncouicloit*. To nwkc stirc his work of 
death liatl Iteen successful, Miller secured 
n rn «or from n It uren it drawer nnd dellli- 
ernlely cut the throats of his wife and 
children, nnd then hacked their bodies. 
Then, standing where be could survey his 
innrilernus handiwork, he cut his own 
throat. He did not die ipilck enough to 
suit him ami he pressed the piit.il to his 
breast nnd neut Its remaining lonil into 
his- bosom. A moment inter neighbors 
I uirst down the (loor «f his rooms. Miller 
regained consciousness nfter being token 
to the hospltiil, hut emmnt recover.

Hue of vouiuiuntcullon Is uh- 
mimed to be to hi ml it the dispatch to 
Ma nulls' Oy amu*« army of 'General 
Jfpjjl'H troops niid artillery, which 
have been released by the surrender of 
1'ort Arthur. Possibly with these re- 
enforcements Oyunm will be In a posi- 
tion to resume the offensive In spite 
of the Inclemency uf n Mnnclitirhiti 
winter. Indeed, it may he easier f for 
hi m to move nt this time tluiu It will 
be lit the spring when the hi renins nre 
up n nd the roads nre bottomless. The 
nmlacious dash of the ltustdun as fur 
south as Newchwang uud Vlnkow 
proves that they at least can cam- 
paign iu the winter season. 

While Oyntnii will be greatly 
strengthened when he gels the re-en- 
fbfceuientH which «ro now on their 
way, no one knows bow many men he 
has.

Tho low caste Siamese of tho jungle 
have few wants, and livo like animals, 
eating cIHoiiy wild fruits and rice, 
which they raise In small, cleared 
spots, wherever they happen to tem- 
porarily settle. Like Karens, the Jun- 
gle people of Burmah, they are always 
on the move, and in common with all 
low caste Siamese are petty thieves of 
an Incurable propensity. Yet they are 
obedient — Servile to an unpleasant de- 
gree for white blood. 

They manufacture nothing suvo 
crudest household necessities and per- 
sonal ornnments from bnmboo. Clothes 
are of slight consequence. On the 
jungle edge they go uncovered, men 
and women, above tho waist, the 
panung reaching within four Inches of 
tho knee; hut 'deep In the; Jungle they 
aro practically naked. Their single 
Implement Is a long bladcd, butcher- 
like knife used as a path maker, as 
weapon ( together with a wood spear) 
and Indus tr tally in fashioning out of 
tho ubiquitous bamboo their orna- 
ments, their buckets, their rope, tbelr 
string, their houses and the food re- 
ceptacles which take the place of pots 
and pans and plates. 

Nearly all ot the Jungle folk on both 
sides of the Slam Burmah line tattoo 
the thigh, sometimes from knee to 
hip, more often from the knee to only 
six Inches above. The design may be a 
turtle, or the much-dreaded tiger done 
elaborately, but the one most frequent- 
ly seen, ana the simplest ta a sort of a 
lace or triage, patterns in tho middle 
of the thigh, or Just below the knee, 
like a garter. The women do not tat- 
too, believing in beauty unadorned.
